The  people  are  quiet  and 
peace-loving.   An  American  educator 
on  the  trip  commented  that  European 
munitions  makers  are  responsible 
for  the  war  feeling  existing  in 
Europe. 

In  Berlin  the  evidences  of 
Nazism  were  present  in  every  phase 
of  life  -  civic,  industrial,  and 
social.   A  program  of  education  in 
Nazi  principles  ranging  from  boys' 
organizations  to  men's  organizations 
is  an  outcome  of  Hitler's  regime.
